First chapter.in the now, wide- 
ly heralded case opened with 
Davis’ arrest here. by Upland po- 
lice Feb. 18. 

Prosecuting witnesses were to 
take: the stand in the court ses-- 
sion opening at 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. More than hal? a dozen 
persons were scheduled to be call- 
éd by the government in an ef- 
fort to prove the charges that 
Davis “impersonated an F.B.I. of- 
ficer with intent to defraud’. 
Three counts are filed by the F. 
B. I. against the former head of 
the Ussher-Davis foundation, it 
being alleged that he obtained 
$8,500 fraudently. 

MISS USSHER WITNESS 

Among the witnesses in court 
for testimony is Miss Blizabeth 
Ussher, former missionary and} 
benefectress, who sought to h 
establish an orphanage here for ti 
the benefit of homeless children. 
It was with money allege¢ 
tributed by her and’ others iat 
Davis established the orphanage 
at the former Mont Vista resort. 

Other witnesses from this area 
scheduled to be called this af- 
ternoon are Marvin Rogers, Mil- 
burn Hannah, Ernest Peale, Mrs. 
W. M. Riley and Miss Natalie 
Riley. 

Judge Pierson Hall is presiding 
over the court session. 

Also in the court room igs Mrs. 
Roy Davis, wife of the accused. 
They cordially shook hands when 
they met but there was no other 
greeting between the couple. 
Davis, a fluent speaker and al- 
ways well attired, was in court in 
a dark suit and appeared to be in 
a jovial mood. 

THROUGH TODAY 

Witnesses were advised that 
they would complete their testi- 
mony. this afternoon. The case 
may be given to the jury for de- 
cision tomorrow. 

Filing of the F.BI, charges 
against Davis came weeks after 
the investigation by local police 
resulted in his arrest. He was 
held here on suspicion of defraud- 
ing and later several grand theft 
and petty theft charges were: 
placed against him. Court hear- 
ing on these cases will not come 

until after the federal charge has 
been completed. 

Davis was taken to Los An- 
geles ‘several weeks ago after the 
F.B.I. had filed charges, and he 
was not permitted out of jail on 
bail. 

Police Chief Eugene L. Muel- 
ler and members ‘of the Upland 
police department, assisted by 
other officers, conducted the in- 
vestigation prior to Davis’ arrest.

mosquitos 

“A mosquito may bite a vet- 
eran who has returned and who is 
suffering with a disease, and then 
it bites a normal person—that’s 
how the disease is spread,” ex- 
plained the official. ‘The job of 
public health departments is to 
see that all mosquitos are eradi- 
cated. 

“Another job for the medical 
men and hospitals is the ‘rehabil- 
itation of those suffering with 
‘occupational fatigue’, a nervous 
disorder”. 

The association of which Dr. 
Aita is president is composed of 
hospital administrators. 

“All the officials are very keen- 
ly concerned over the apparent 
lack of interest on the part of the 
War Production Board in not giv- 
ing permission to expand the hos- 
pital facilities," he continued. 
“This is the most rapidly grow- 
ing part of the nation and there 
are not enough hospitals to take 
care of the patients. The situa- 
tion is really acute when ill per- 
sons must be discharged to make 
room for other patients.: The sit- 
uation is all the more serious 
when it is realized that it is vir- 
tually impossible to employ any 
domestic help. Confronting the 
hospitals is a tremendous load on 
the obstetrical and nursery de- 
partments.” 

The “Kenny” treatment for in- 
fantile paralysis is recognized ‘‘as 
the best thing we have,” and Dr. 
Paul Hamilton, an authority, urg- 
ed the hospital administrators to 
have someone trained to give this 
treatment, according to Dr. Aita. 

A detailed report was given at 
the convention on penicillin. It 
is not a panacea for everything 
but it was described as a ‘“won- 
der drug”.

Survey Reveals That 75 Percent of 
Service Men Use USO Facilities 


Three of every four enlisted 
men in the army under training 








The survey, made jointly by the 
War Department, the National 
Opinion Research Center and 
USO, further shows that 81 per 
cent of the servicemen using USO 
service consider the network of 
1,873 club houses within conti- 
nental United States essential to 
their army off-duty hours. 

The information, assembled un- 


der the title “Soldier Opinion 
About USO Clubs”, was gathered 
through both questionnaires and 
interviews administered in geo- 
graphically indicative USO clubs 
by NORC, and in 30 army camps 
by the research branch of the 
Morale Services Division of the 
War Department.- The survey! 
covered both whfte and Negro 
troops, and in each group .the 
‘finding is that the troops turn to 
USO* to ‘maintain. contacts with
